“The Conservation of 
Forests” 
was the subject of a very instruct­ 
ive and interesting talk before the 
Men’s club of the Methodist church 
of Arlington Heights Monday even­ 
ing by Dr. B. T. Best. 
A graphic description of the stu­ 
pendous devastation of this coun­ 
try’s once “inexhaustible” forest 
wealth, first by pioneer clearing of 
land, then what was vastly worse, 
colossal destruction of forests by 
selfish and short-sighted lumbering 
interests aided by stupid and cor­ 
rupt legislatures, forest fires that 
still destroy more lumber in a single 
year than all the toll that lumber 
ing takes, insect pests, worst pos­ 
sible handling of cut-over areas, all 
factors that are bringing this coun­ 
try toward the condition of a lum­ 
ber famine were strikingly given. 
Dr. Best’s talk showed a great 
deal of thought and 
study 
de­ 
voted to this subject, much of it at 
first hand; deep insight, and thor­ 
oughness of investigation. He show­ 
ed the indirect effects of wasteful 
removal of forests in yearly flood 
disasters, and in absolute ruin or 
depletion of fertility of land. 
A 
cubic mile of soil is carried into the 
gulf of Mexico every year, he said, 
much of it going unnecessarily bv 
stripping the hills of their earth 
He described thousands of square 
miles of area of China, now abso­ 
lutely bare rock, which 2000 years 
ago was fertile country, supporting 
big forests. This country is headed 
the same way. 
Ile reviewed efforts made by Gif­ 
ford Pinchot ami Theodore Roose­ 
velt to set aside national forests for 
conservation, 
and 
to 
develop 
more economically the 
resources 
which God gave America for 
all 
generations to come, not just to be 
destroyed by a few stupid and hog­ 
gish generations of exploiters, after 
which succeeding generations may 
rise up to cast blame upon those 
who robbed them of their 
biith- 
right. 
The Supreme court of the United 
States, fortunately, has ruled as a 
principle of law to be followed that 
resources are to be conserved when­ 
ever possible, Dr. Best said. 
’Then while Mr. Noble Puffer 
showed fascinating pictures from 
the United States Forestry depart­ 
ment, Dr. Best made further ex­ 
planations. The men present were 
much impressed with 
the 
grave 
facts presented by the doctor who 
sought to impress upon all 
the 
necessity of conserving, and 
re 
placing whenever it is good econ­ 
omics and possible, the forest re­ 
sources and their protective influ­ 
ence on climate and soil. 
The talk followed a dinner in the 
community hall above. 
The next 
meeting will be Monday 
evening, 
Dec. 2.

Six hundred million dollars will 
be distributed to 9.000,000 mem­ 
bers of the 
Christmas Club by 
more than 8000 banks and financial 
institutions with 
the

accumulated in 1920 indicates that 
the Christmas Club is an important 
factor in stabilizing the prosper­ 
ity of the country through main 
tenance of buying 
power during 
the holiday season.
